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Attendance office cracks down

Here is how this new attendance plan is going to work: Five 
unexcused absences, those not cleared in the attendance office 
within three days, and you fail for the quarter. By the way, three 
unexcused tardies equals one cut, so if you come to class late every 
day for three weeks, you fail the quarter. However, your California 
Guidance Record will show which "Fs," if there were any, were 
given because of unexcused absences. 


Of course, your parents won't be left out of all the excitement. 
Here's how they get to find about it: After three unexcused 
absences in any class, your teacher will have to call your parents 
and tell them how bad you’ve been. Your teacher will be sure to 
inform them that you might fail if you don't start coming to class 
on a regular basis. Once you've decided to rebel, and cut the same 
class for another two days, the teacher has to write a note to the 
vice-principal about your attendance problem. The vice-principal, 
in turn, gets to give your parents a ring on the hom to let them 
know what's been going on.

Police answer common questions

In a recent interview with Mark Tarte, juvenile investigator for 
the Livermore Police Department, information was gathered that 
we feel may be of interest to you. 

Many teenagers feel that the police are only here to take away 
their freedom and fun. Knowing this, we have tried to collect the 
most common questions asked by teenagers today and give you 
the answers. 

1. "Why is every party broken up when we're having a good 
time?" 

The answer to this question again involves probable cause. 
When the police show up at parties, most of the time it's due to 
the host's asking the police for help to break it up. Also, 
neighbors frequently complain because of loudness, vandalism, or 
the party's being out of control. Having a good time is fine as 
long as it doesn't infringe on the property or safety of others. 

2. " Why do the police make us leave Burger King ?" 

Mr. Tarte explained that the only time that police will make 
people leave the parking lot is if they receive a phone call telling 
them that the situation is out of hand. It's usually due to a fight 
or vandalism. The Burger King parking lot is private property; 
this means that that the owners have a right to call the police and 
make you leave. Mr. Tarte said, "It’s like cruising, 90% of the 
kids are doing nothing wrong, but it's the other 10% that ruin it 
for everyone." Unfortunately the main problems are drug and 
alcohol related. 

4. "Is there a curfew in Livermore?" 

Yes. The curfew for minors under the age of 18 is 10:00 pm.

The police also have the right to check I.D.s to see if you are 18, 
even if you haven't done anything against the law.

The various clubs at Granada High School give students the 
possibility to polish their French accents, show off their pedantic 
qualities while skiing, and now, help promote world peace and 
understanding.

College students 
organize the conferences; they also judge the effectiveness of its 
participants. At the end of the conferences, awards are given to 
the best delegation.

On December 12, 1986, the 
Granada club left for San Jose, the site of its first conference. 
Hunt and ten other students represented the beautiful nations of 
Denmark and Togo. Even though no awards were won by the local 
delegation, the leader judged his groups efforts successful.

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The Art of Noise: a perspective

Through the ages, generations have searched for "new" musical 
styles. Styles that would be totally different from what their 
parents listened to, or their grandparents, or even their older 
siblings. In this decade we have had the soft rock (Bee Gees, 
Barry Manilow, Andy Gibb, etc.), heavy metal (AC/DC, W.A.S.P., 
DIO, KISS, etc.). New Wave (The Cure, Depeche Mode, etc.), and 
now there is a group called The Art of Noise. 

The idea of The Art of Noise all started in 1983 when Gary 
Langan got "fed up" with engineering a YES album. He called his 
friend J.J. Jeczalik and they spent a "frantic night producing about 
five minutes of booming cacophonous percussion with a few odd 
noises thrown in on top." The piece was played to a friend, 
Trevor Horn, and titled "Beatbox." Very quickly it became the 
first song on side one of "Into Battle With The Art of Noise." 
They suddenly had a music group, using Trevor Horn's new record 
label ZTT. The group consisted of Gary Langan, J.J. Jeczalik, and 
Anne Dudley with the help of journalist, Paul Morley (responsible 
for the sleeve notes and "ideas") and Trevor (who vaguely 
oversaw the whole thing). 

In Britain "Beatbox" got "ecstatic reviews" and in America it 
shot to the top of the dance charts. The Art of Noise was later 
voted as the second best black act in the American polls. More 
success soon followed. Their song, "Close (To The Edit)" reached 
No. 8 in Britain. "Moments In Love" missed the charts but was 
heard everywhere else. Sean Penn and Madonna even walked down 
the aisle to it. All in all the first album, "Who’s afraid of The Art 
of Noise" did quite well. 

After the first album was put out Anne, Gary, and J.J. were tired 



of being with Morley and Horn. The group had agreed that they 
should be "faceless" but Morley and Horn were continuously 
getting interviews and taking press photos. So the three main 
members left ZTT and signed to the newly formed China Records. 
From there they started all over again with the single, "Legs." (It 
was actually about arms.) 

After their single they recorded "Peter Gunn," a collaboration 
with Duane Eddy. It was their biggest hit ever. They also 
released a remodeled version of "Paranomia" with the help of then- 
good friend and video "superstar," Max Headroom. In a letter, I 
asked them why they called the song Paranomia and the answer I 
received was simply, "Paranomia does not have a real meaning 
except to explain why Max Headroom can't sleep at night." 

The group agrees that they aren’t exactly normal, but they never 
meant to be. "We want," explained Anne Dudley; "to be more 
than a normal pop group, to be a phenomenon." They do write 
songs, but as J.J. says, "If you break them down, they are songs, 
it’s just that they don't have 'oooh love me baby yeah...'"

Matador basketball starts 
once again for Granada High as 
Coach Micheli and the rest of 
the team take on the EBAL. 

This year's team, which 
features only four seniors, 
finished the 1986-87 preseason 
with a 5-7 mark.

Ken Micheli begins his third

The 
inexperience clearly shows as 
sometimes Micheli starts three 
sophomores at a time. However, 
Micheli does feel that if his 
team can gain experience and 
work together as a team, they 
will be able to go out and win 
some games.
